Baltimore. 


H avre de Grace, Md., Sept. 24.— Rac- 
ng, with the bookm akers operating in 
lull sying, continued here, although

imported 
police 
from Baltim ore stood about the bet­ 
ting ring, hut were helpless to call a 
halt either ou the racing or the gam­ 
bling. 
A crowd of 2500 braved the rain to 
see the expected clash between the 
racing rueu aud the Maryland authori­ 
ties, but there wae none. 
T he bookm akers were backward at 
the start and the crowd also was a 
bit timid, but wiles it was learned 
th at the Baltimore police were power­ 
less to act, twenty-six slates w ere put 
up aud betting started 
At tim es the 
polb e who loitered about the betting 
ring were jeered by tbs bookmaker*. 
The Baltimore policemen were in 
com m and of Deputy Marshal Manning 
on the order of Attorney General Ld- 
gai 
Alias Poe and Governor Golds- 
borough, who held a conference on 
tbs moans to taks. 
The fact that there was no interfer­ 
ence with the racing and betting was 
due to Sheriff VV. S Clark, of Harford 
county, refusing to take any action 
without an order of the circuit court 
of Harford county, and this he did not 
receive T he sheriff was at the tra* k, 
minus deputy sheriffs, although it was 
he original intention to sw ear In the 
Baltimore police as deputies. 
Shartff Clark slated that he would 
not Interfere without being provided 
with a court order, and as this was 
not forthcom ing he would do nothing 
The police Boon left the track for Bal­ 
timore, a much drenched *et of men. 
as tile rain poured upon them during 
the whole tim e they were waiting at 
the track for orders from the sheriff. 
Prior to his departure from Balti­ 
more Hie sta te authorities tried to ar­ 
range by telephone to have Sheriff 
Clark, who lives at Belair. meet them 
aud sw ear in the force as deputies. 
But when M anning arrived he could 
not rind him. 
After a search of half an hour he 
heard th a t Clark was at his home, 
and. leaving his policemen in the race 
trauk 
grounds, the deputy m arshal 
started for the county seat in a motor 
car. 
Hardly had Manning disappeared l>o- 
fore Clark arrived at the track. Sheriff 
Clark said: 
*1 don't know what the police from 
Baltimore are doing here. 
I didn’t 
send for them, Mud don’t want them. 
I will make no arrests except upon or 
ders from S ta te ’s Attorney Royston 
Stifler or Judge William ll. H arlan.” 
Sheriff Clark was asked if he would 
make an a rre s t if he saw any betting. 
He said: 
Not unless I had a w arrant or an 
order from court. 
I would m ake an 
arrest if I saw liquor being sold, be­ 
cause I kuow that's a violation of the 
law. But I don t know that betting is 
illegal. 
"I would not make an arrest on a 
written order from the s ta te s attor­ 
ney or from the attorney general, un­ 
less it was issued by the court or by 
a justice of the pea< e 
I have to look 
out for myself. My attorney, H. E 
W ebster, advises me not to m ake an 
arrest without a regularly issued w ar­ 
rant.”
